Guardia.. Just prior te coming to 
California in 1944, he was super- 
visor of public institutions in the 
State of Washington. 

He has becn president of the 
American Prison Association and 
of the National Jail Association. 

Dr. Reckless, authcr of 
books and numerous published ar- 
ticles on delinquency, probation 
and parole, is 4 graduate of the 
University of Chicago. 
devoted his career to sociological 
work and is currently listed in 
“Who’s Who in America”. His 
studies and: research have caused 
him to be consulted by many states 
and societies interested in crime 
and its prevention and control. He 
has done much work with and for 
juveniles. 

He is a director of the Ameri- 
can Prison Association, vice-pres- 
ident of the National Conference 
of Juvenile Agencies and a mem- 
ber of numerous other allied as- 
sociations.
